SUMMARY 


Plavsk  Army  Barracks  is  located  in  the 
central  part  of  Plavsk  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  30 
acres  and  contains  1 administration  building, 
6 barracks,  3 probable  quarters,  6 storage  build- 
ings, 1 vehicle  storage/maintenance  building, 


1 vehicle  shed,  and  7 support  buildings  (Figures 

2 and  3). 

The  area  is  covered  on  7 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  February  1964  and  October  1964. 
No  change  in  facilities  is  discernible  and  the 
area  appears  active  on  all  coverage. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  city  streets. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D1  contains  1 multistory  administra- 
tion building,  2 multistory  U-shaped  barracks, 
4 multistory  barracks,  and  5 support  buildings. 

Area  D2  contains  3 probable  quarters  and 
1 support  building. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  6 storage  buildings. 


POL  Storage  Area 

Eight  medium-sized  tanks  are  located  at 
53-42N  037-17E. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  1 U-shaped  vehicle  storage/ 
maintenance  building  (300-  by  40-foot  base  with 
two  75-  by  60-foot  wings),  a 225-  by  45-foot 
vehicle  shed,  and  a support  building. 
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
